Father writes judge 

Sentence my son’s killer as an adult tomorrow

Bruce Jones, father of slain 
former Romulus High School 
football star Christopher War- 
ren Jones, has written an open 
letter to Recorder’s Court 
Judge Gershwin Drain de- 
manding that his son’s 15-year- 
old killer be sentenced tomor- 
row as an adult. 

The open letter to Drain has 
also been mailed to Gov. John 
Engler, Attorney General 
Frank Kelly, Wayne County 
Prosecutor John D. O’Hair and 
state Rep. Gregory Pitoniak, as 
Jones begins his fight to have 
state laws changed so that 
felons convicted of weapons- 
related crimes in Michigan 
cannot be sentenced as juve- 
niles. 

Drain, who found the defen- 
dant, Nathan Younce, guilty of 
voluntary manslaughter, as- 
sault with intent to do great 
bodily harm and the illegal

use of a firearm in commission 
of a felony, will pass sentence 
sometime after 9 a.m. tomor- 
row in Courtroom 804, Frank 
Murphy Hall of Justice, in De- 


troit 

Jones urged concerned Ro- 
mulus residents to attend the 
sentencing session. 

Drain could sentence 
Younce to up to 15 years in 
prison. Or Drain has the power 
instead to sentence the 15- 
year-old as an juvenile, which 
would allow him to be re- 
leased from a youth correc- 
tional facility at the age of 21. 

Jones plans to begin an or- 
ganized campaign to have the 
state law changed shortly after 
tomorrow’s verdict is an- 
nounced. 

In his letter to Drain, Jones 
states that “on the night of 
Feb. 22, 1994, my son, Christo- 
pher Warren Jones was bru- 
tally murdered in a school 
parking lot in Romulus.” 


School millage wins approval 
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FOR

Less than nine percent of 
Romulus voters turned out to 
approve the 3 mill tax hike 
proposal (that actually was a 2 
percent cut for homeowners) 
on Sept. 20 by a vote of 795-547. 

The Romulus Community 
School Board offered the tax 
proposal to eliminate the $1.9 
million in district debts and to 
create funding for future 
school bus and computer soft- 
ware purchases and training 
of local teachers. 

The tax proposal initially 
raises the tax rate for all tax- 
payers by 3 mills, Assistant Su- 
perintendent Joel Carr 
explained, but now homestead 
tax rates will drop by 5 mills. 
Such action creates an overall 
2 mill cut in local homeo- 


wners’ school tax rates. 

Carr, who is in charge of the 
district financial programs, 
will be asking the board Mon- 
day night to set the winter tax 
levels for the district 

The tax changes were set up 
to give a financial break to ho- 
meowners, who have been 
very supportive of educational 
needs in recent years, Carr 
said. 

The bulk of the new tax 
money will come from local 
businesses and industry, Carr 
said, who already have re- 
ceived major tax breaks via 
the recent Proposal A 
approval. 

Superintendent Dr. William 
Bedell, who is beginning his 
15th year in Romulus, said “lo- 
cal voters continue to impress 
me with their heavy support 
for education in this area.” 


Only three of the district 
precincts recorded negative 
votes on the millage proposal. 

The were the 20th precinct 
(absentee ballots) with a vote 
of 88 yes to 149 no; the fifth 
precinct (Barth School area) 
with a total of 30 yes to 40 no 
and the ninth precinct (Hayti 
and old Gordinaire School 
area) with a vote of 19 yes to 20 
no. 

The heaviest vote totals in 
favor of the millage were 
scored in precinct two (Hale- 
creek School) with a vote of 82 
yes to 32 no and precinct four 
(Merriman School) with a vote 
of 52 yes to seven no. 

Only 8.89 percent of the 
15,101 voters turned out to 
vote, City Clerk Linda Choate 
reported. 


Casino search

Jones continues “this deed 
was committed by a 15-year- 
old man, who has committed 
other serious crimes in the 
past and has always been 
treated with great care, as now, 
never to assure him that he 
maybe severely punished and/ 
or be held accountable for his 
actions.” 

Jones never mentions 
Younce by name in his letter, 
but continues “now he has 
committed the ultimate crime 
that of murder of another hu- 
man being, and this court has 
again told him and his friends 
(it is OK, you had an excuse.)” 

Blasting trial testimony, 
Jones writes, “we all heard the 
testimonies and all agree

Efforts to bring gambling ca- 
sinos to Romulus are in full 
swing today as the city an- 
nounced it has hired a consult- 
ing firm to coordinate such 
efforts to help create a gam- 
bling industry here that could 
add $20 to $25 million a year to 
city coffers. 

Edward Markle, vice presi- 
dent of Gaming Consultants In- 
ternational Inc. of New 
Orleans, La. and Annapolis, 
Md., appeared in the tempor- 
ary City Council chambers 
Monday night to praise Mayor 
Beverly McAnally’s vision in 
attempting to bring in what he 
described as “a world class fa- 
cility.” 

Both Markle and McAnally 
said the sought after gambling 
facility would also include en- 
tertainment and recreation 
areas and possibly a theme 
park. 

Markle said the law firm of 
which he is a member has exis- 
ted for 18 years and also has or 
is working with city officials in 
Gary, Ind., Boston, Houston, Bi- 
loxi, Miss, and Cancun, Mex- 
ico. 

The Sept. 26 vote to have 
Markle prepare a feasibility 
study for the casino efforts 
came only days after McAnally 
revealed that she had met in 
Southfield earlier this summer 
with former Chrysler Corp. 
chairman Lee Iacocco and dis- 
cussed possible casino opera- 
tions in Romulus. 

McAnally admitted that no 
deal has been struck with the 
Iacocco forces at this time. But 
she also said the city has 
talked with other top casino in- 
dustry leaders. 

“We have tried repeatedly 
for years now to get the tax- 
payers to approve millages to 
upgrade streets, sewers, etc. 
They have told us over and

over they wouldn’t pay for 
such changes, so we have to 
seek other revenue oppor- 
tunities," McAnally said. 

Markle said the hoped for 
casino could bring in revenues 
more than double the city’s 
current budget. 

Last Friday McAnally ad- 
mitted the earlier talks with 
Iacocco and officials of Full 
House Resorts Inc. 

Full House Resorts Inc. is a 
development company lead by 
Iacocca and the group already 
has reportedly signed agree- 
ments with four Michigan In- 
dian tribes for a casino 
development within 30 miles 
of Detroit. 

Any such casino operation 
would need the approval of 
Gov. John Engler and the fed- 
eral Interior Department. 

In a recent advisory vote, 
Detroiters approved inner city 
and river boat gambling opera- 
tions, after rejecting the same 
four times before. 

The governor has blocked 
such plans for now by sending 
the plan to a committee for fur-

City councilman 
demands apology

Veteran Councilman Jim- 
mie Raspberry exploded Mon- 
day night, when a former 
council candidate asked him 
about a real estate purchase 
and pointedly told the woman 
twice, “It’s none of your damn 
business!” 

The former candidate Gwen 
Sibert questioned Raspberry’s 
purchase of a home from Best 
Way Co. several years ago, al- 
luding to the fact that Douglas 
Wicklund (current president of 
the Environmental Disposal 
Services) had strings attached 
to that company. 

During her stream of ques- 
tions, Sibert asked, “Was it a 
conflict of interest? Did you 
get a plot plan?" 

Raspberry became in- 
censed by Sibert’s line of ques- 
tioning and said “I’ve served 
on this council 35 years and I 
have never been accused of 
misdealing!" 

Twice during his comments 
Raspberry insisted Sibert 
“was getting involved in my 
personal business” and re- 


torted both times “it’s none of 
your damn business.” 

Both times Acting Mayor 
pro tern Randolph Gear tried 
to gavel Raspberry to order, 
condemning, his use of the 
word “damn.” 

About 15 minutes later, 
Raspberry said he felt Sibert 
owed him an apology. He also 
told her that she could confer 
with his wife on the dealing on 
the home. 

Raspberry later admitted 
that he met Wicklund in 1990, 
“long before there was a well 
dispute. Best Way had four 
houses they no longer needed 
and they were about to destroy 
them." 

Raspberry said he paid 
$10,200 to have one moved. He 
admitted the house became a 
“white elephant” as he has 
spent more than $30,000 on it 
I have nothing to hide I 
have all the records. Wicklund 
had nothing to do with it I just 
find my privacy invaded here. 
The next thing that may hap- 
pen is you’ll be asking what I 
do at home with my 40-year- 
old wife,” Raspberry 
complained.

Orchard features cider, fresh apples at your fingertips

Trees are weighted down 
with ripe apples, just waiting 
to be picked at a family-owned 
apple orchard on Willow 
Road. 

McIntosh, Jonnee, Jon- 
athan, Empire and Red Deli- 
cious apples have ripen to 
perfection, while the peak sea- 
son for varieties of Yellow De- 
licious, Ida Red, Winesap and 
Rome Beauty is just around 
the comer, according to Edwin 
Davies, owner of Davies Or- 
chard and Cider Mill in New 
Boston 

“I prefer the Jonnees - an 
early type of Jonathans. They 
are tart, and a good all-around 
apple," Davies said. 

As for the other varieties, 
Davies likes the McIntosh for 
eating and cooking and notes 
that the variety is very popular 
with cooks. 

“Winesaps are tart, good for 
eating and cooking and are 
good keepers,” said Davies. 
“Rome Beauties are a good 
tart apple - great for eating and 
cooking and excellent for bak- 
ing." 

Each day through mid- 
November, Davies and his son, 
Lyle, pick apples for sale and 
cider making and also open 
the orchard to those who want 
to pick their own apples. 

“Moie people want to pick 
their own apples today. A lot of 
people return year after year 
with their families,” Davies 
said. “It’s a nice family outing. 
Kids can see how the apples 
grow and help with the pick- 
ing, and everybody can get 
some exercise and fresh air.” 

The freshly pressed cider 
also draws many visitors. 

“I’ve checked the prices in 
different markets, and some 
are cheaper than ours, but that 
doesn’t seem to matter too 
much,” Davies said. “We don’t 
use any preservatives, and 
people like to know that their 
cider is fresh and free from 
chemicals.” 

Visitors to the orchard can 
observe the cider being made 
in a Thomas Albright cider 
press, which was built bet- 
ween 1900 and 1906 in Goshen, 
Ind., and purchased by Davies 
and brought to New Boston. 
Each press of 15 bushels of ap- 
ples yields 45 to 50 gallons of 
pure apple cider. 

Davies worked for apple 
growers in his youth and at the 
age of 21 went into the busi- 
ness himself. 

“The apples became infes- 
ted, and I lost the crop and got 
out of the business,” Davies 


said. “I went to work for a 
trucking company in 1942 and 
worked there for 40 years.” 

Davies said he bought his 
property on Willow Road, 
south of Sibley Road, when it 
was “just a cornfield’' and be- 
gan planting apple trees on the 
10-acre orchard which now has 
more than 2,000 trees. 

Except for some pickers and 
occasional laborers, the 
Davies Orchard is operated by 
the family. 

“We need a warm spring to 
produce good blossoms and 
have good bee action. Then we 
need plenty of rain, followed 
by warm weather in the sum- 
med months,” Davies said. “Al- 
though are apples are good 
this year, some are not as large 
as we’d like them to be. It’s 
hard to pinpoint the reason, 
but we had three frosts during 
the blooming period.” 

However, Davies noted, 
when you bite into a fresh- 
picked, juicy apple, the treat 
outweighs any problems of the 
past. 

Davies Orchard can be 
reached by exiting Inters- 
tate-275 at Sibley Road and 
travelling west through New 
Boston to Waltz Road and then 
south to 40026 Willow Road.

The top Romulus area 
walker and fund raiser, Lance 
Knudson, a math and science 
teacher from Romulus High 
School, will be forced to miss 
the 1994 CROP walk, Hagan 
said. But Knudson promises to 
return to the walk next year. 

Knudson not only was the 
top money earner in Romulus 
during the last few years, 
Hagan said, he also was one of 
the leaders in the state of 
Michigan. 

The CROP Walk route also 
has been realigned this year 
because of road construction 
efforts in the area, Hagan said, 
and maps will be given to all 
walkers as they sign up Sunday 
afternoon. 

Rest stops have been ar- 
ranged for Hannan Road and 
Huron River Drive in Romulus 
and French Landing and 
Huron River Drive in Van 
Buren Township.

Residents threatened to re- 
call the entire Wayne- 
Westland School Board Mon- 
day night following their re- 
cent budget cutting action 
which eliminated secondary 
transportation by Oct. 24. 

“If there’s no answer to 
transportation, we’ll have an 
instant recall and all of you 
will be out of a job,” Westland 
resident Barry Hensel said. 

Other citizens yelled “re- 
call” throughout the four-hour 
board meeting and two par- 
ents groups distributed fliers 
in front of the school board of- 
fices encouraging other par- 
ents to work as a group to fight 
the cuts. 

With $1.25 million in cuts 
still necessary to balance the 
1994-95 budget, some 200 peo- 
ple came to express their an- 
ger with the $600,000 cost- 
cutting effort which elimi- 
nated junior and senior high 
school busing and 19 transpor- 
tation workers. 

Parents complained of the 
four- to seven-mile walks their 
children will take to school, 
the danger of walking in sub- 
zero weather in the winter, 
danger from area gangs, the in- 
ability of working parents to 
get their children to and from 
school, and the high salaries of 
administrators. 


“My daughter will walk 4-1/2 
miles ... I’m sick and tired of 
having my kids selectively cho- 
sen,” Westland parent Linda 
Caualetto said. “My daughter 
can drive in November, but 
she can’t have a parking per- 
mit because they’re all gone. If 
that happens, I’ll sue the pants 
oiT this district” 

District parent Kay Rais ex- 
pressed her serious concern 
about the violence in and 
around the schools. 

“If my child has to walk to 
school, I’ll ban my child from 
school,” Rais said. 

Others sought administra- 
tors salaries as the solution. 

“It’s unreal when we as par- 
ents have to suffer. Some al- 
most loss their jobs over this 
last year,” parent Virginia 
Wilhelmi said, adding that the 
district should cut librarians 
or the hot lunch program in- 
stead. 

“Can you honestly justify 
making $110,000 a year know- 
ing we have a crisis situation 
here. When’s the last time a 
house cleaning was done in 
this administration,” Inkster 
resident Laura Sanchez asked 
Thomas. 

“We’ve made administrative 
cuts every year,” Thomas re- 
sponded. 

Transportation workers 
questioned why their jobs, 
which are low-paying in com- 
parison to other school em- 


ployees were among the first 
to go. 

“It seems like you just don’t 
care. At $15,000 a year, my job 
is a drop in the bucket. My job 
is worth less than some of your 
cars,” laid off bus driver Ka- 
thalene Corney said. 

Transportation worker and 
parent Denise Thomas also 
questioned whether the ad- 
ministration had made provi- 
sions to provide a safe place 
for children to wait before and 
after school. 

“We’ll find elementary 
paraprofessionals to help stu- 
dents get in early and stay 
later,” Dr. Thomas responded. 

Canton resident Katie Mill- 
ard questioned the ability of 
the district to provide these 
personnel and asked if she 
could volunteer to be a moni- 
tor in the school her child at- 
tends. 

“I think other parents need 
to take on the responsibility as 
well,” she added. 

Board member Laurel Rai- 
sanen reminded residents that 
the failure of past millages 
caused the enormous deficit 
which the board now faces. 

“We ran a millage election 
in April 1992 which failed. Had 
it passed, things would be 
much different today,” Rai- 
sanen said. 


he said, and last year was “a

Michigan has raised more 
money the last eight years with 
CROP walk activities than any 
other state, Hagan said. 

Last year statewide 30,000 
CROP Walkers raised $1.75 
million. The local CROP was 
the fifth largest of the 33 con- 
ducted in the four county 
Metro area, he said.

The first logjam in selecting

Monday 
at a special meeting called by 
committee chairman Ran- 
dolph Gear. Other members of 
the committee are Councilmen 
Ellis Pennington and Jimmie 
Raspberry. 

What makes the naming of 
members of the ZBA so impor- 
tant at this time is they will be 
the deciding factor locally on 
the zoning of the planned En- 
vironmental Disposal Services

Continued from page A-1 
ther study. 

Engler, however, appeared 
with McAnally at the Sept. 16 
ground- breaking of the Vining 
Road interchange and was 
given an extremely warm wel- 
come by the mayor, even 
though both executives are 
members of opposing political 
parties and Engler is currently 
involved in a re- election cam- 
paign with Democrat Howard 
Wolpe. 

It is hoped that the Vining 
Road interchange will lead to 
massive development in Ro- 
mulus and the creation of 
many new jobs. Talks concern- 
ing casinos, a possible Tiger 
Stadium, a convention center 
and even a regional family- 
style amusement park being 
located on the more than 1,000 
acres of city owned land have 
been heard in recent years. 


Both McAnally and city 
Community Development Di- 
rector Jane Downing have at- 
tended several national and 
regional casino related semi- 
nars in the past two years to 
learn the process of attracting 
such casino developments. 

While some minor citizen 
verbal opposition has been 
raised to potential casinos at 
past City Council meetings, no 
major opposition leaders have 
appeared as yet. 

In the meantime, McAnally 
and council leaders have con- 
tinued to stress at such meet- 
ings that at this time casinos 
are not allowed by state law in 
Romulus. 

But most if not all council 
members appear to support 
possible casinos being located 
within the city, although sev- 
eral continue to refrain from 
making public statements on 
the issue. 

Romulus leaders also have 
held off from guaranteeing 
that city voters would be of- 


fered a chance to express their 
views in an advisory election, 
similar to the ones conducted 
in Detroit in recent years. 

McAnally continues to state 
that while she has some reser- 
vations toward casinos in gen- 
eral, so feels that 
municipalities must find some 
alternate revenue sources to 
pay .for the heavy cost of gov- 
ernment operations today. 

But, the mayor admitted, the 
next step with the Iacocca 
forces lies with the former 
Chrysler chairman himself. 

Meanwhile some anti- 
casino forces reported being 
stunned by last week’s revela- 
tions and now feel they must 
act. quickly too. Dr. John 
Mecartney, a retired veteran 
Metro-area anti-casino activ- 
ist, will be speaking at 11 a.m. 
Sunday at the Community 
United Methodist Church at 
the urging of the Rev. Brad 
Lewis, pastor of the congrega- 
tion.

there were many half truths 
and out right lies. But the hard 
evidence and facts are clear'” 

Jones’ letter then goes on to 
state that “the defendant 
brought with him an unre- 
gistered illegal gun with the 
serial number ground off. This 
in itself is a crime. 

“The defendant’s girlfriend, 
who was the driver of the car 
that night, testified in open 
court that she knew the defen- 
dant had the gun,” Jones con- 
tinued. 

The letter adds that the “de- 
fendant’s girl friend also said 
that as they were leaving, they 
decided to go back and con- 
front the persons in the van” 
(driven by the murder victim). 

Jones said, in Younce’s own 
confession, he admits “he shot 
my son and even sketched a 
picture of the happening for 
the police.” 

Then loosely quoting the 
judge’s own statements, Jones 
said, “you said in essence that

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find this as first degree mur- 
der, because someone shoot- 
ing somebody only once with 
only a .22 calibre does not nec- 
essarily prove intent to kill.” 

Jones then emotionally 
asked “What size gun do you 
bring when you come with in- 
tent to kill?” 

“Is this listed in the book of 
excuses?” Jones asks. 

“According to other testi- 
mony,” Jones letter continues, 
“the defendant fired the gun 
once and it misfired. Then he 
chased and fired again. He ad- 
mits that he saw a girl (refer- 
ring to my son’s girlfriend) in 
the van crying, so he shot at 
her two more times. She was 
lucky, she ducked and he mis- 
sed. But you again decided to 
rule that less than first degree 
attempted murder. I wonder 


what is attempted murder in 
your book of excuses.” 

The three-page letter con- 
tinues “my son got out of the 
van and met their confronta- 
tion with a baseball bat, that is 
true and could be seen as an 
irresponsible act on his part. 

“But he felt he was defend- 
ing himself from four possible 
assailants. He also was asking 
them to leave the area and 
leave him and his girl friend 
alone. Why didn’t the four as- 
sailants just drive away?” 
Jones asked. 

“Well we all know why, they 
knew they had a gun and had 
nothing to fear!” Jones wrote. 

“Please remember,” Jones 
urged the judge, “they came to 
my son’s vehicle. He did not go 
to them.” 

Then in his most compelling 
argument, Jones tells Drain 
“you stated that the act that 
the defendant had committed 
did in fact fulfill the require- 
ments of second degree mur- 
der. 

“However you felt that the 
defendant was acting in the 
heat of passion in the defense 
of his girl friend. For that rea- 
son, you were reducing the 






slaughter,” Jones wrote. 

“You also said that my de- 
ceased son was guilty of at 
least assault, if not assault and 
battery. Well this is absurd, he 
was not on trial, yet you de- 
clared him guilty. 

“I have been told that this is 
all the fault of the state legisla- 
ture and I should complain to 
them. Well I agree. We need to 
make it plain. There are no ex- 
cuses,” Jones said. “I just 
wonder if the fact this case is 
being heard in your court is 
even constitutional. I cannot 
vote for you, so I assume you 
have no accountability to me 
or any of my fellow Wayne 
County residents, unless they 
live in Detroit. Yet I under- 
stand we pay your salary. 
Something does not sound 
right”

Ford announces plant expansion plans

Having already announced 
in August their plans to add a 
third crew to the Michigan 
Truck Plant in Wayne, Ford 
Motor Co. officials are bring- 
ing to the Wayne council table 
another plate of good news. 

Wayne council members 
showed their full support last 
week for the significant expan- 
sion plans of two Ford Motor 
Co. plants in the city. 

Ford officials informed the 
council of a 97,500-square-foot 
addition to the Wayne Stamp- 
ing Plant and a 28,000-square- 
foot building addition to the 
west side of the existing as- 
sembly plant. 

“The plans probably bring 
me as much pleasure to pre- 
sent to you as for you to con- 
sider,” said Debbie Manns, 
community development di- 
rector at council meeting last 
week. “Both expansions will 
be utilized in order to expe- 
dite the retooling process.” 

The 97,500-square-foot 
Stamping Plant addition will 
be located at the north end of 
the west side of the existing 
stamping plant Ford officials 
have also planned a concrete 
driveway to the northeast of 
the building addition. 


“Upon recommendation of 
the staff, the planning commis- 
sion voted unanimously at 
their Sept. 13 meeting to rec- 
ommend to the city council 
that the plan be approved with 
contingencies,” Manns said. 

The contingencies include: 
Providing calculations for a 
storm water system; verifying 
that materials and all related 
fire line fittings should con- 
form to city of Wayne and De- 
troit Water and Sewerage 
Department standards; and 
verify that access drives will 
be constructed to maintain ve- 
hicles weighing up to 51,000 
pounds. 

“They must keep all fire 
lanes clear of obstructions 
during and after construc- 
tion,” Manns said. “They need 
to also have water mains and 
fire hydrants installed, tested, 
chlorinated and accepted by 
the city prior to any construc- 
tion of the building.” 

Wayne Mayor Ken Warfield 
said he was very pleased with 
the continued progress of Ford 
in the city. 

“This is quite a significant 
addition to the city,” Warfield 
said. “Both plant expansions 
will provide a significant tax 
revenue.”

A long-time dispute bet- 
ween the city of Belleville and 
John Bokon, owner of J&T 
Towing, may be resolved next 
month if the business owner’s 
plans to erect a screening 
fence at the rear of his Sump- 
ter Road property is com 
pleted on schedule. 

More than a year ago, the 
city entered an agreement by 
which Bokon would erect a 
wall around his property to 
screen the yard.

Fugitive sought in area after daring escape

Where is Leon Dilworth? 

Could his wherabouts be 
known to family members or 
friends in Belleville or an- 
other nearby city? 

These are the questions that 
Inkster police have attempted 
to answer ever since the 19- 
year-old resident, accused of 
three counts of attempted mur- 
der, escaped from the city jail. 

Dilworth has disappeared 
into thin air, and remains a fu- 
gitive from justice. 

“We have followed up some 
leads but they have led to no- 
where,” said Inkster Detective 
James Vergona, who is in 
charge of the investigation. 
“We need some help on this 
one.” 

Vergona added that the es- 
capee has family in Belleville 
and “that we have checked 
them out and they have not 
heard from him (Dilworth).

Third crew added 
to Wayne Ford Plant

Having already announced 
in August their plans to add a 
third crew to the Michigan 
Truck Plant in Wayne, Ford 
Motor Co. officials are bring- 
ing to the Wayne council table 
another plate of good news. 

Wayne council members 
showed their full support last 
week for the significant expan- 
sion plans of two Ford Motor 
Co. plants in the city. 

Ford officials informed the 
council of a 97,500-square-foot 
addition to the Wayne Stamp- 
ing Plant and a 28,000 square- 
foot building addition to the 
west side of the existing as- 
sembly plant. 

“The plans probably bring 
me as much pleasure to pre- 
sent to you as for you to con- 
sider,” said Debbie Manns, 
community development di- 
rector at council meeting last 
week. “Both expansions will 
be utilized in order to expe- 
dite the retooling process.” 

The 97,500-square-foot 
Stamping Plant addition will 
be located at the north end of 
the west side of the existing 
stamping plant. Ford officials 
have also planned a concrete 
driveway to the northeast of 
the building addition. 

“Upon recommendation of 
the staff, the planning commis- 


sion voted unanimously at 
their Sept 13 meeting to rec- 
ommend to the city council 
that the plan be approved with 
contingencies,” Manns said. 

The contingencies include: 
Providing calculations for a 
storm water system; verifying 
that materials and all related 
fire line fittings should con- 
form to city of Wayne and De- 
troit Water and Sewerage 
Department standards; and 
verify that access drives will 
be constructed to maintain ve- 
hicles weighing up to 51,000 
pounds. 

“They must keep all fire 
lanes clear of obstructions 
dur’ng and after construc- 
tion,” Manns said. “They need 
to also have water mains and 
fire hydrants installed, tested, 
chlorinated and accepted by 
the city prior to any construc- 
tion of the building.” 

Wayne Mayor Ken Warfield 
said he was very pleased with 
the continued progress of Ford 
in the city. 

“This is quite a significant 
addition to the city,” Warfield 
said. “Both plant expansions 
will provide a significant tax 
revenue.” 

The 28,000 square-foot addi- 
tion to the Wayne Assembly 
Plant will be built on the west 
side of the existing assembly 
plant.

In many cases, the least recog- 
nized victim of alcoholism is the 
alcoholic. 

We readily see members of an 
alcoholic’s family as victims of 
alcoholism, especially when they 
are subjects of abuse or when the 
alcoholic spends household funds to 
sustain a dependency. We also accept 
that society is victimized by alco- 
holism, so we enact laws to deal with 
alcoho- related problems, such as 
limiting the legal purchase age or re- 
stricting use of alcohol while driving. 

Seldom do wp focus on the 
physical damage alcohol causes to 
the drinking individual. And often, 
the most ignored person is the non- 
aggressive, non-abusive drinker 
who fulfills his or her responsibili- 
ties at work and at home. 

Long-term poisoning 

Abuse of alcohol destroys virtually 
every body system and function: the 
brain, the heart, the digestive system, 
the liver. A one-time alcohol over- 
dose can cause immediate death by 
cardiac or respiratory failure. At the 
other end of the spectrum, steady 
drinkers who consume more than 
two beers, two cocktails, or two 
glasses of wine daily poison their 
bodies slowly over a period of years. 

Sometimes there is no warning, 
early death or disability may result 


from the 
first episode 
alcohol-induced disorder. 

When alcohol depresses brain func- 
tion, it also masks pain, lulling the 
person into a false sense of health. 
Further, alcohol may hinder rational 
judgment that allows an individual to 
recognize his or her own problem. 
Avoidance and denial are particularly 
easy when families, friends, and co- 
workers don’t have reason to com- 
plain about abuse or irresponsibility. 


Your actions can save a life 

Medical support is a vital compo- 
nent of alcohol withdrawal. Your doc- 
tor can supply details about specific 
alcohol-related medical problems and 
prescribe medications to ease some 
distress of withdrawal — and help 
your loved one remain alcohol free.

Heritage Hospital 
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Jury trial set for man accused of beating wife

A jury trial has been sched- 
uled for Westland resident 
Paul Thomas Cramer, who is 
accused of beating his wife to 
death with a baseball bat in 
late March. 

Cramer, 48, will appear be- 
fore Detroit Recorder’s Judge 
Helen Brown Nov. 3 on charges 
of first degree murder He is 
being held without bond pend 
ing the trial. 

The defendant turned him- 
self in to Westland police after 
allegedly bludgeoning his wife 
to death as she slept in their 
family home during the early 
morning hours on March 29, 


Westland police Sgt. Marc 
Stobbe said. 

Paulette Cramer. 47. was al- 
legedly beaten as she lay in 
the couple’s bed around 2 a.m. 
Mrs. Cramer was pronounced 
dead later that morning at Gar- 
den City Hospital suffering 
from fatal head injuries. 

According to Wayne County 
medical examiner Dr Sawait 
Kaniuen, whose autopsy re- 
port was read into the court re- 
cord during preliminary 
examination in W'estland 18th 
District Court, the 120-pound 
victim died of at least three 
blunt force injuries to the 
head. 

The couple’s daughter, Pam- 
ela Cramer, was inside the 


family home located on the 
32000 block of Sandra Lane 
when the alleged bludgeoning 
occurred. The 25-year-old 
daughter testified that she 
heard “slamming noises” as 
she was laying in bed across 
the hall from the couple’s 
room. 


“I heard the garage door 
close and my dad’s truck leave. 
I said something is not right,” 
Cramer testified. 

When Cramer went to her 
parent’s bedroom to investi- 
gate, she found her mother 
lying on the bed with blood on 
her face. 


Man pleads guilty to unarmed robbery

A 26-year-old Dexter man 
pleaded guilty to two counts of 
unarmed robbery in connec- 
tion with a robbery in West- 


land and another in Canton 
Township. 

Ted Alexander Wade, who is 
also suspected in a Washtenaw 
County robbery, is being held 
without bond pending his sen- 
tencing on the two charges be- 
fore Detroit Recorder’s Judge 
Michael Sapala Oct. 4. 


Wade was charged in con- 
nection with the July 10 rob- 
bery of Howard’s Hoagies 
restaurant, located at 1553 S. 
Wayne Road in Westland. 

According to a cook at the 
restaurant, Wade exited the 
store restroom around 6 p.m. 
and with his hand in his back 


pant pocket, approached the 
counter. As he was “swaying 
back and forth” Wade looked 
at the menu and about a min- 
ute later approached the coun- 
ter, cook Kimberly Polovino 
said. 

“He approached the coun- 
ter with his hand in his back 
pocket and said, ‘I have a gun 
in my pocket. I want all the 
money right now,”’ Polovino 
testified. 

Although the victim testi- 
fied that she could not see a 
gun, she said she was fright- 
ened by the statement and 
placed the $307 in cash on the 
counter. According to testi- 
mony, the defendant grabbed 
the money and ran out the 
door. 

Wade was charged in Can- 
ton Township for robbing the 
Clark gas station, located on 
the 44000 block of Ford Road, 
on July 9, according to Canton 
Township Community Rela- 
tions Officer Tammie Colling. 

A station employee told po- 
lice a white male in his late 
20’s entered the station at 2 
p.m. and made a purchase. 
Once the employee opened the 
register, the robber allegedly 
told the attendant he had a gun 
and wanted the money.

Cramer went back to her 
bedroom and called 911. She 
followed the directions of the 
911 operator, but there was no 
response from her mother. 

“She wasn’t breathing and 
didn't have a pulse.” Cramer 
testified. 

Meanwhile, the defendant 
drove to the Westland Police 
Station and confessed to the 
crime. According to Stobbe, 
Cramer went to the front desk, 
held his hands in the air and 
said, “I surrender — I just 
killed my wife.” 

Westland police officer 
Greg Angelosanto testified 
that after he arrested the de- 
fendant, Cramer said, “You’ll 
find my fingerprints on the bat. 


You’d have to know what’s 
going on to understand it” 

According to Stobbe, 
Cramer suspected his wife of 
having an affair. However, 
Stobbe said, family and 
friends told police it was 
highly unlikely the woman was 
committing adultery because 
the woman was far too busy 
with her work. 

“He is a jealous man. There 
is no indication that she did 
that,” Stobbe said. 

Cramer said her parents ar- 
gued often, but the arguments 
did not become physical.

Kids with guns 
deserve expulsion 

Sometimes, some good news comes out of Lansing. This 
week was one of those times. 

The state Legislature approved a measure which will 
bar students from school if they are caught with weapons 
on school property. The students face the same penalty for 
committing arson or rape on school property. 

While the get-tough policy on gun-brandishing and 
knife-wielding youths has not been signed into law as yet. 
a spokesman for Gov. John Engler said he will do so within 
a week. His signature will pave the way for the new policy 
to go into effect on Jan. 1, 1995 - in our opinion, a good way 
to start the new year. 

During the House and Senate debates, some lawmakers 
complained that the new policy will put some violators out 
on the streets instead of making provisions to keep them in 
the classrooms. 

If so, so be it. Our prime concern must be to educate the 
students who desire to learn and to provide a safe atmo- 
sphere for them in the schools. 

Carrying guns and knives into the classroom, commit- 
ting rapes and acts of arson are not childhood pranks. 
They are serious crimes, and are, in part, responsible for 
the decline in our educational system. 

Learning cannot be done in an atmosphere of appre- 
hension and fear, and, likewise, teaching cannot be accom- 
plished when teachers are forced into becoming wardens 
and guards instead of educators.

Until the leadership of this 
school aistrict is willing to es- 
tablish a system by which we 
address the cause of the con- 
tinued erosion of public edu- 
cation, I cannot vote to cut any 
big ticket items such as 
transportation. 

For years the quality of edu- 
cation throughout Michigan, 
but more specifically Wayne- 
Westland, has been threatened 
by the manner in which the 
state legislation and our cur- 
rent governor chooses to prior- 
itize the importance of public 
education. The students of 
Wayne-Westland deserve 
better. 

When I graduated from 
John Glenn High School in 
1981, 1 had more opportunities 
offered to me and less ex- 
pected of me than the students 
regarding the MEAP (Michigan 
Educational Assessment Pro- 
gram) test and the newly im- 
plemented state-endorsed 
diploma, students today need 
more advantages not less than 
I had 13 years ago. 

Last year’s efforts to equita- 
bly fund education have failed, 
and Wayne-Westland is a shin- 
ing example of that failure. In 
the past, we could attempt to 
temporarily suppress the 
problem by asking the voters 
of our community to approve 
additional mills which af- 
forded our school district ex- 
tra dollars and on several 
occasions stalled the inevita- 
ble deterioration of programs 
within our school district. 

Today, we are limited in the 
number of mills we can re- 



quest from our community. 
Richer school districts have 
the opportunity to levy more 
mills than districts in the 
county agree to stage millage 
elections. This seems an insur- 
mountable task. Once again, 
this is also unfair. 

We are a perfect example of 
a cause and effect scenario. In- 
stead of addressing the prob- 
lem at its root or the cause 
which is obviously at the state 
level, we continue to be acted 
upon and react to the effects 
with solutions like millage 


elections and program cuts. 
These are not solutions. 

It is time that we as a com- 
munity and perhaps joined by 
other school districts facing 
the same problem attack the 
problem at the root and stand 
up and say we aren’t going to 
take this any more and that the 
students of Wayne-Westland 
deserve better or at least the 
same as the best districts are 
offering their students today.

Six costly turnovers that Ad- 
rian put to good use proved 
fatal for Romulus Friday night.

“Our second- 
ary will be tested.” 

Romulus fans should take 
note that the kickoff for the 
game is a half- hour earlier, 
and is scheduled for 7 p.m. at 
the junior high school. 

The Eagles looked like win- 
ners early against Adrian. 
They scored on their first se- 
ries of plays after the kickoff. 

On the first play from scrim- 
mage, at the 22, quarterback 
Jamal McCain saw a hole in 
Adrian’s secondary and opted 
for a pass to Jamal Bailey who, 
after the catch, sprinted 78- 
yards for the TD. 

Paul Onley missed the kick 
for the point-after, but the Ea- 
gles had a 6-0 lead. 

Romulus defense managed 
to contain Adrian in the next 
series and Romulus came back 
and drove to the Adrian 20 be- 
fore an interception - the first 
of three - killed the threat 
“If we had scored that sec-

A “miracle” overshadowed 
the return Saturday afternoon 
to the gridiron of former Ro- 
bichaud High football great 
and University of Michigan 
Heisman Trophy hopeful Ty- 
rone Wheatley. 

Wheatley, sidelined for the 
first two Wolverine games with 
a shoulder injury sustained in 
a pre-season scrimmage, made 
his belated debut against the 
No. 7 ranked Colorado before 
a crowd of 106,427 at the U of M 
Stadium in Ann Arbor. 

And, despite setting an all- 
time Wolverine record for the 
most TD scored, Wheatley’s 
performance was ecliped by a 


miracle that took form in a 
desperation, last-play, 65-yard 
deflected pass by Colorado QB 
Kordell Stewart that wound up 
in Michael Westbrook’s arms 
in the end zone for a “miracle” 
touchdown. 

That pass sent a shock wave 
through U of M Stadium and 
lifted Colorado to a 27-26 vic- 
tory over the previously unde- 
feated Wolverines. 

It was a sad one to lose, 
moaned U of M coach Gary 
Moeller after the game, which 
has to be the understatement 
of the decade. 

It was a miracle, said Stew- 
art, who is a disciple of Colo- 
rado coach Bill McCartney, 
who is founder of Promise 
Keepers, a men’s Christian 


group that advocates men’s 
leadership role in commu- 
nities and churches. 

McCartney is also noted for 
his exceptional football and 
basketball teams at Dearborn 
Divine Child where he carried 
on a tradition that former D.C. 
coaching great Tony Versaci 
started. 

The first-time Wheatley offi- 
cials carried the ball, with 2:08 
on the clock in the first-period, 
the Wolverines were down 7-0.

He came right back on 
the second play and plowed to 
the Colorado 30, but the drive 
stalled and Moeller decided to

The Wolver- 
ines marched to the 16 where a 
personal foul pushed them 
back and, with 11:34 on the 
clock, again Moellar called out 
kicker Hamilton who this time 
connected on a 33- yarder to 
cut into the Buffalo lead, 7-3.

Cooney just completed a phenomenal tour with the 
Evita production as the lead character Che. He said he is 
ready to work with his new Fiddler family. 

“When we toured with Evita we hit big cities like 
Chicago, San Francisco and, of course, Detroit,” Cooney 
said. “I had about three months off between Eihta and 
Fiddler. 

“During that time I went to Arizona and did Pirates of 
Penzance. I helped direct, cast and put the whole thing 
together. I had a great time.” 

Cooney portrays Perchik who is a student, a revolu- 
tionary in Fiddler. He said the opportunity for the role 
came about due to the producers being the same as 
Evita. 

“When I heard they were putting it up, I asked for an 
audition,” Cooney said. “I flew to New York while I Was 
still doing Che and just sang for them. 

“Perchik is a great little role. It only has one song so 
I’m not as vocally taxed. It’s in the same emotional range, 
however, like Che. Whereas this guy is a Jewish revolu- 
tionary in Russia, Che was a revolutionary in Cuba.” 

Born and raised in Westland, Cooney has performed 
in many productions including Les Miserables, Hair, West 
Side Story and Jesus Christ Superstar. And although he 
has made it as a star on stage, Cooney said from time to 
time he still gets a little nervous performing in front of 
an audience. 

“I would say opening night I was very excited with this 
show,” Cooney said. “With Theodore Bikel having the 
lead, however, it takes a little pressure off so I'm not as 
nervous.” 

Of all the performances Cooney has performed in, he 
said the most challenging role was Che. 

“Che was probably the hardest role I’ve had,” Cooney 
said. “The actual role itself I had a lot of fun doing, but 
the hard part came in with trying to sustain the energy 
because it was so demanding on your vocal chords. 

“With Einta after each performance I went home and 
went to bed. With Fiddler, it is less demanding so I can go 
out after the performance and see some friends.” 

After graduating from John Glenn High School, 
Cooney worked with the Dearborn Players Guild where 
he performed in a variety of shows. He later moved to 
Florida where he had the opportunity to act in a dinner- 
theatre atmosphere. 

“It was musical theater mainly,” Cooney said. “It was a 
lot of fun. That all kind of crashed and burned after 1 1/2 
years, and I came crawling home. 

“From that experience I got offered another acting 
job in New Hampshire. I had no money at the time, I was 
broke and working in construction.” 

Cooney said his mother flew him out to New Hamp- 
shire to find out about an acting job opportunity. 

“From then on I was very fortunate,” Cooney said. “I 
moved to New York and kept working in non-equity din- 
ner theaters and cabaret theaters. New York is where I 
got cast in Les Miserables." 

Cooney said he still depends on the support of his 
family and friends to continue the upbeat momentum. 

“I have an excellent acting teacher, Jim Bonney, who I 
have been studying with for two years,” Cooney said. “He 
really put me on the right track. I’m actually thinking 
about auditioning for either Yale Drama School or 
Juilliard. 

“I’m considering taking some time off and studying. 
My family has also been very supportive from the day I 
moved to New York when I was 18 years old.” 

Cooney said his younger brother gave Cooney his car 
so he would have transportation to New York when he 
was 18. 

“I didn’t have any money, and he gave me his Ford 
Fiesta,” Cooney said. “I drove it out there. My family has 
been there 180 percent. My father, who wasn’t as suppor- 
tive in the past about me being an actor, is now 180 
percent for me. 

“I’m just thrilled to be back in my home town so I can 
see my family and friends.” 

What’s in store in the future for this vivacious per- 
former? 

“Actually I just auditioned for Kiss of the Spider Woman 
right before I left for the tour,” Cooney said.

Land which was once part of 
Ganong family farm is now the 
final resting place for mem- 
bers of the pioneer families 
and many other early western 
Wayne County residents. 

Prior to the turn of the cen 
tury, the cemetery, located on 
Tobine (now Henry Ruff Road), 
was set aside by William Gan- 
ong as “a final resting place for 
friends and loved ones.” 

Ganong dedicated the ceme 
tery site as “a mark of respect 
and a token of love” for those 
who were to come after him. 

First a one-acre site, the 
cemetery was expanded to two 
acres, south of Michigan Ave- 
nue adjacent to the former 
Eloise property which is 
owned by Wayne County. 

The Ganong family, which 
originated in Lyons, France, 
were French Huguenots who 
were said to be connected to 
the mother of Queen Elizabeth 
of England. 

On March 13, 1897, a ceme- 
tery association was organized 
with William Ganong’s chil- 
dren, Joshua, Charles, Eliz- 
abeth, Rachel and Esther, 
listed as controlling officers. 
In May of the same year, the 
association voted to build a 
barbed wire fence on the south 
and west sides of the cemetery, 
and the following year, a trip of 
land on the west side of the 
cemetery was set aside as a 
potter’s field. 

Fifty evergreens were pur- 
chased and planted, and a sign 
indicating the name of the 
cemetery was placed over a 
front gate in 1899. 

Lot owners include Tin- 
khams, Sims, Butlers, Ed- 
monds, Randalls, Hubbards 
and Orrs, all of which were 
well-known families in the 
early days of Wayne and 
Nankin Township. 

In the past few years, inter- 
est in the cemetery has been 
generated due to preliminary 
proposals to develop the adja- 
cent land for a combination of 
multi-family residences and 
light to medium manufactur- 
ing uses.

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Hospital organizes ‘Bids’ benefit for children

A fund raising benefit 
geared to help children stay 
healthy is approaching, and 
hospital organizers would like 
the assistance of the western 
Wayne County communities to 
make the event a success. 

The Annapolis Hospital 
"Bids for Kids II" extrava- 
ganza is scheduled for 6 p.m. 
Oct. 14 at the Holiday Inn 
Crowne Plaza in Romulus. Ac- 
tivities will include dinner 
and an auction of items and 
services donated by local mer- 
chants and professionals. 

“Last year we raised 
$151,000, and it did a lot of 
good for kids in the commu 
nity," said Tom Daily, chair 
man of Bids for Kids II. “This 
year we’re eager to do even 
better so we’re aiming for 
$ 200 , 000 ." 

Funds from the 1993 event 
paid for community immuniza- 
tion and prenatal programs. 
Three immunization clinics re- 
cently took place in conjunc- 
tion with the Wayne-Westland 
School District, Annapolis 
Hospital, Annapolis Hospital 
Westland Center and the Oak- 
wood Family Medical Center- 
Westland, offering shots free of 
charge to students. 

Other projects funded by 
the gala included transporta- 
tion for prenatal care patients, 
and an early childhood well- 


ness project. 

This year, funds gathered 
from the Bids for Kids II pro- 
ject are targeted for preven- 
tion and treatment of injuries 
incurred by children. 

According to Carla O’Mal- 
ley, senior vice president and 
chief operating officer at An 
napolis Hospital, uninten 
tional injuries are the leading 
killer of children. Most of the 
injuries among children one to 
14 years old are caused by traf- 
fic accidents, which accounts 
for 3,200 deaths in children, 
followed closely by drowning, 
fires, poison, firearms and 
falls. 

“Children are a very impor- 
tant part of the community, 
and we are pleased to be able 
to hold this event to provide 
such needed services," said 
Ted Martin, chairman of the 
Annapolis Board of Trustees. 

Prevention efforts will focus 
on education. Annapolis Hos- 
pital officials plan to achieve 
this by expanding the Safety 
Day program, developing a 
safety coloring book and 
scheduling health fairs. 

Classes in first aid, babysit- 
ting and cardiopulmonary re- 
suscitation will be offered to 
children. Annapolis also will 
team up with local schools to 
develop helmet guidelines for 
children on bikes and in-line 
skates. This community-wide 
campaign will include the dis- 
tribution of bike helmets.

• To increase parent aware 
ness with regards to both the 
magnitude of bicycle and in 
line skating related head 
trauma and protection af- 
forded by helmets via pamph 
lets and posters located in 
physician offices by Annapolis 
Hospital. 

• To decrease the costs of 
ANSI or SNELL approved hel 
mets through the arrange- 
ments of a group discount with 
bike and in-line skate dealer 
ships, in conjunction with an 
additional helmet coupon pro 
vided by Annapolis Hospital. 

• To provide incentives to 
children for wearing their hel 
mets during bike-riding and/or 
in-line skating by supplying 
schools and youth organiza- 
tions with coupons for fast 
food, event tickets to be re- 
wards for wearing helmets. 

When accidents do occur, 
Annapolis wants to be ready 
with the best pediatric care 
possible. Therefore, some of

but well below normal from 
the central Great Plains to the 
Gulf of Mexico, according to 
the almanac. This information 
could be a help for Michigan 
residents when they plan their 
winter get-away trips. 

“The period from Novem- 
ber through March will see 
great variability in tempera- 
ture, with November and 
March considerably colder 
than normal,” is the almanac 
prediction for the Great Lakes 
area. “Precipitation and snow- 
fall totals will be well above 
normal in the east but near 
normal in the west. The latter 
half of December will also be 
cold and snowy following a 
mild first half." 

The ominous prediction for 
December begins with mild 
weather, followed by snow, 
rain and cold, then a few sprin- 
kles turning to cold. A cold 
wave and snow are predicted 
for Dec. 16 to 18, followed by 
severe cold and snow from 
Dec. 19 to 21 and heavy snow 
on Dec. 26. More snow is pre- 
dicted from Dec. 27 to 31. 

Weather forecasts are deter- 
mined by the use of a “secret” 
formula devised by the foun- 
der of The Old Farmer’s Alma- 
nac in 1792 and also by the 
most scientific calculations 
based on solar activity, accord 
ing to its publishers, who state, 
“We believe nothing in the uni- 
verse occurs haphazardly; 
there is a cause-and-effect pat- 
tern to all phenomena, includ- 
ing weather.” 

Its predictions have proved 
to be 80 percent accurate - a 
record that does not seem to 
be in danger of challenge by 
local television weather fore- 
casters. 

If reading about snow and 
cold proves to be too dreary, 
readers can turn from the 
weather section to other 
features.

Rivers’ campaign flows

“Run as fast as you can, 
check off as many things to do 
as possible at the end of each 
day, and hope that there aren’t 
too many items left over,” is 
the game plan of the Demo- 
cratic candidate for the 13th 
Congressional District 

Lynn Rivers, who is seeking 
the Congressional seat soon to 
be vacated by long-time Con- 
gressman William Ford, is 
working her campaign around 
her duties as representative of 
the state House of Representa- 
tives 53rd District. 

“The last couple of weeks 
haven’t been too bad, because 
we haven’t had any long ses- 
sions,” said Rivers in a phone 
interview on Tuesday on her 
way from Lansing to a political 
gathering in Livonia. 

A typical day for Rivers 
when the House is not in ses- 
sion begins at 8:30 a.m. when 
she makes phone calls and 
reads briefing materials and 
letters from her constituents. 

“After taking care of my 
mail, I talk to my office in Lan- 
sing and fax materials that are 
needed,” Rivers said. “During 
the early part of the day, I visit 
with different groups of people 
- local officials, union groups, 
etc. I also schedule some talks 
over coffee. 

“At some point, I try to grab 
something to eat. Usually, 
there is some event to attend 
in the evening, but, if not, I 
write thank you notes,” the 
Democratic candidate said. 

“The adrenalin keep me 
going. The busy schedule just 
seems to feed on itself, and it’s 
easy to keep going, but a break 
is bad. It’s hard to build up the 
momentum again,” Rivers 
said. “When the House is in 
session, all of the same things 
go on, but in a more com- 
pressed schedule. 

“During the campaign I’m 
under a lot of pressure to not 
say or do something that will 
be interpreted as offensive. As 
the campaign continues, the 
pressure is cranked up. I’m be- 
ing told, ‘your opponent said 
this’ and ‘your opponent said 
that.’” Rivers said. 

Rivers’ husband, Joe, and 
two daughters, 15 and 19, are 
all supportive of her political 
goals, she said. 

“My husband and 1 have a 
mutually supportive marriage. 
We were 17 and 18 when we 
married and we have worked 
together through the years,” 
Rivers said. “I usually get 
home around 9 p.m. and we 
talk about what has happened 



during the day. Sometimes, he 
cooks dinner on the grill and 
at other times, my older daugh- 
ter fixes dinner for us.”

Car care tips offered for auto vacations 


Each year, more than 100 million 
Americans drive approximately 155 
billion miles on their vacation trips. 
That many miles can put a lot of 
wear on a car, and there’s nothing 
like car trouble to put the brakes on 
a family excursion. 

Experts from the Chevrolet Lu- 
mina “Discover America Tour” mo- 
bile team created a quick 
automobile check for all auto- 
mobile travelers heading out to dis- 
cover sights unknown. 

Start at the Front 

1) Check the headlights and turn 


signals. Do they function properly? 

2) Next, take a look under the 
hood. Check fluid levels and oil. 

3) What about those belts? To 
check their tension, press your 
thumb down on the middle of each 
belt. It shouldn’t give more than 
half an inch. Look for fraying and 
cracking, too. 

4) The battery should be free of 
corrosion. Clean the terminals if 
necessary. 

5) Check the windshield wipers. 
If you run into heavy rain or snow, 
will the wipers work in these condi- 


tions? 

6) Are all tires properly inflated 
and in good condition? 

7) Check the brakes by pushing 
the pedal down. If it goes more than 
halfway to the floor, that’s too far. 
The pedal should feel like it’s hit- 
ting something hard. If it feels 
spongy, you might have air in your 
brake lines. If you find anything sus- 
picious, have your vehicle checked 
by an expert. 

8) Make sure you take along 
proper registration, proof of insur- 
ance and an up-to date road atlas or 


map. 

9) Make sure the air conditioner 
(if you have one) and safety belts are 
working properly. 

Rear of the Car 

10) Make sure the trunk of your 
car is equipped with a spare tire 
and tire jack. 

11) It’s also a good idea to keep a 
first aid kit, a large blanket and a 
flashlight in the trunk so you’re pre- 
pared. 

12) Check the spare tire to make 
sure it has enough tread and is fully 
inflate^

wiper blades can prevent hazards 


If your wipers do not produce a clear view on every 
wipe, you may be seriously endangering your safety 
and that of those around you. Good regular 
maintenance and frequent replacement of damaged 
blades can be one of the easiest and most vital steps 
to safer driving. 


Few things are more annoying to 
a motorist than to drive into a rain- 
storm and suddenly discover that 
your windshield wipers don’t work 
properly. 

According to the American Op- 
tometric Association, 90 percent of 
driving decisions made while be 
hind the wheel are based on vision. 
Without properly functioning wind- 
shield wipers, vision can be seri- 
ously impaired, and driving safely 
becomes a critical concern. Keep- 
ing your windshield wipers in good 
condition can prevent a life- and- 
death situation on the road. 

What constitutes good wiper 
maintenance? Wiper blades should 
be replaced every six months, ac- 


ments that come against it 

Rubber provides the most flex- 
ible and resilient surface for wiping 
across glass, but unfortunately, it 
also has a natural tendency to dry 
out and rot This tendency grows 
worse in extreme temneratiires 


For best results, blades should 
be replaced every six months or as 
soon as any problem with stre akin g 
occurs. 

Some things to look for when in- 
specting blades include: 

• Cracked rubber, with splits or 
slashes, usually caused by physical 
damage or “ozone attack,” which re- 
fers to the effects of the sun’s ultra- 
violet rays on rubber. 

• Contaminated rubber, appear- 
ing as pits, scars or discoloration, 
usually the result of chemicals from 
the road surface being tossed 
against the windshield and ad- 
hering to the rubber surface. 

• Torn rubber, where the rubber 
refill has pulled away from the su- 
perstructure and may end up slip- 


ping or slapping against the glass 
with each pass, rather than provid- 
ing a clean wipe. 

• Streaking on the windshield, 
caused by dry, cracked rubber or 
from tree sap, road tar or other for- 
eign substances adhering to the 
rubber surface or from ice and 
snow clogging the blades. 

• Improperly installed refills can 
leave loose clips to scratch against 
the windshield. 

Besides the rubber element, 
other factors can also contribute to 
wiper failure. The metal super- 
structure is also susceptible to 
physical damage, especially from 
ice scrapers, car wash equipment or 
even vandalism. 

Bending or loss of arm tension 
can interfere with the wiper’s 
proper contact against the glass. 
You can test arm tension by gently 
lifting the wiper away from the 
windshield. 

If your wipers do not produce a 
clear view on every wipe, you may 
be seriously endangering your 
safety and that of those around you.

Heat causes rubber to warp. Cold 
makes it brittle and makes it crack. 
Sunlight, ozone, pollution and 
chemicals thrown up from the road 
surface further contribute to the 
natural deterioration. 

The best solution is regular 
wiper maintenance. Wipers should 
be visually inspected at regular in- 
tervals. Periodic cleaning of dirt, 
dust and grime from the windshield 
surface and wiping the rubber 
blade with a soft, clean cloth can 
prolong blade life.

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Vehicle suspension tuning restores 
the fun of driving, provides stability 


Almost every time you read an 
article about new automobiles it be- 
gins with “Todays cars....ride better, 
corner flatter, are more nimble and 
give drivers better feedback from 
their high-tech suspensions.” 

That’s great news if you own one 
of todays cars that just rolled off the 
line. Many of us, however, own one 
of today’s cars that has already been 
around the world twice. Or one of 
yesterday’s cars-the ones that are 5 
to 7 years old that no longer ride 
better or corner flatter. 

And, the only feedback you get is 
the free play in the steering wheel. 

Two other situations that have lit- 
tle to do with a vehicle’s age or mile- 
age can also wreak havoc on your 
car’s steering and stability- driving 
style and road conditions. 

If you are a “spirited” driver, you 
have already discovered that put- 
ting a modern automobile through a 
tight comer on a narrow, twisting 
highway is a lot safer and easier 
than in the “good old days” of fire 
breathing, we-only-go-straight- 
ahead motoring. 

The keys to this are today’s ad- 
vanced chassis and suspension sys- 
tems. They provide more precise 
steering, better handling and a good 


ride, while also saving weight and 
improving the vehicle’s fuel econ- 
omy. 

Late model cars are mostly front 
wheel drive, often use rack and pin- 
ion steering, independent suspen- 
sion on all four wheels and rely on 
tubular or stamped steel control 
arms, steel stabilizer bars, and a 
wide range of metal and flexible 
bushings to keep the wheels on the 
road and pointed where you want 
them pointed. 

But along with the improved han- 
dling and lighter weight, comes a 
tradeoff-today’s suspensions need 
just a bit more tender loving car 
than yesterday’s heavy suspensions 
did. 

Push today’s light suspensions-or 
yesteryear’s heavy ones too-over 
rough, tom up roadway filled with 
potholes, add heavy use of salt on 
our highways in the winter on many 
highways, and your car’s steering 
and suspension, new or old, can act 
as if they forgot to wake up when 
you started the car. 

But hold on-there is good news. 

“Many of the technological ad- 
vancements found on today’s cars 
are available to upgrade yesterday’s 
cars and make them handle better 


than new,” said Mike Jones, Chassis 
specialist for Perfect Circle, a lead- 
ing supplier of steering, chassis, 
suspension and driveline compo- 
nents. “Or to bring a well travelled 
late model car’s handling and steer- 
ing back up to snuff. Most of the 
steering and suspension upgrades 
currently available are best in- 
stalled by a professional mechanic 
or the experienced do-it-yourselfer. 
Your mechanic can handle them 
with ease for a lot less than an arm 
and a leg.” 

Lots of parts are available for do- 
mestic and imports alike that fea- 
ture advanced design and newly 
developed materials, Jones noted. 


though this usually goes unnoticed. 
Replacement of the springs is rela- 
tively inexpensive, and doing so 
will restore the vehicle to the 
proper ride height, add stability 
and control, and improve the ride. 

“When considering new coil 
springs you have options: install 
‘original equipment’ type springs, 
install heavy duty springs or install 
variable rate springs,” Jones said. 
“Variable rate type springs such as 
Perfect Circle’s Payload springs are 
a great compromise.

“They often outperform the origi- 
nal components or certainly restore 
the vehicle to its original steering 
and handling,” Jones said. 

Putting New Spring In The Old Car 
If your car feels like it’s sitting on 
the ground when it used to ride tall 
in the saddle, and the bumper drags 
when you load the trunk, or the car 
bottoms out on every bump, it’s time 
to look at the springs. 

The coil spring is the only compo- 
nent on the car that has been work- 
ing all the time since the car was 
new. Coil springs sag overtime, al-
